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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 40-49 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests in claim 40: providing a mixture within the chamber, the mixture 
comprising a precursor of an electrically insulative material within a supercritical fluid, the
